Cecil Clark Davis (1877-1955) was one of 
them. She grw up in the heartland during America's 
coming of age. Her fatherfohn Marshall Clark, was a 
successful Chicago industrialist, investor (partner of 
Alexander Graham Bell) and Collector for the Port of 
Chicago during the World's Fair of 1893. Her mother was 
a concert pianist who played at Carnegie Hall as well as at 
the Sippican Hotel in Marion, MA, where the family had a 
summer home. 

One of the earliest influences on Cecil's life was 
The Columbian Exposition of 1893, a celebration of the 
quadracentennial of the discovery of America by Christo- 
pher Columbus. It was to be an exposition of the best of 
the USA. Experts in their fields assembled to orate the 
"White City"; Stanford White, architect; Augustus Saint 
Gaudens, sculptor; John Singer Sargeant, painter; Henry 
James, writer; and many more. Some say it was the

As a young teenager, Cecil wandered freely 
throughout the various exhibits. When Mrs. Potter Palmer 
opened the Women's Pavilion, she did so in the company 
of a good many of the world's greatest suffragists.

young. She took her sketchbook and chauoal to the local 
jail and convinced the guards to let her draw the 
prisoners. She sold the drawings toThe Chicago Tribune 
and made enough money to buy the pony and the cart! 

She studied at the Art Institute of Chicago and 
with several artists including John Singer Sargeant, but 
always insisted that she was self-taught. She painted over 
500 portraits ranging from society ladies and gentlemen to 
humble servants and gardeners. She won many prizes in 
salons worldwide. 

Cecil was a tomboy. She excelled at many sports 
especially tennis, golf, soccer and horse back riding. She 
was bold, adventurous, high-spirited and had a will or 
iron. She shocked people by appearing in public without a 
hat or gloves. At posh New York dinner parties, when the 
meal was over and the ladies withdrew to the parlor, Cecil 
stayed in the dining room and smoked with the men! 

She was tall, slender and lovely, resembling the 
famous "Gibson Girl" made popular by one of her best 
friends, Charles Dana Gibson. No longer dicAmerican 
women look to Europe for standards in style or beauty. A 
blush of tan on her cheek was the healthy glow of a day 
out sailing or playing golf. She capted the heart of 
Richard Harding Davis, the world renowned war corre- 
spondent and author, described as the most handsome, 
stalwart, sought-after man in America! In 1899 she finally 
agreed to marry him, but insisted that it was to be a 
platonic marriage, and that they would live as brother 
and sister. Richard agreed to this odd pact, and the

Ms. Blanchette also noted the event was to be 
taped for future cable broadcast. 

"I think it's going to be a great night for every- 
body," Chairman Bryant agreed. 

At 7:20 pm the board met with members of the 
Sippican School Committee, the Sippican School Council, 
and Sippican School Principal Mary Lou Hobson for an 
update on programs and plans at the elementary school. 

"I don't have a lot to say tonight," said School 
Committee Chairman Susan Grosart. "You know a lot of 
what's been going on, but I think it's good to keep touch- 
ing base. We are coming down the home stretch on our 
policy work ... we did not have any codified policy 
manual. It's been a mantra of mine ever since I came on 
the School Committee in 1993. We're almost done with 
that project. It will be a wonderful tool for new School 
Committee members. It will also be great for the adminis- 
tration and parents — a copy will be available in each 
school." 

Selectman Pierce asked the committee members 
about the proposed regionalization of the K-12 school 
systems in the three towns which was first recommended 
in a recent study conducted by the Tri-Town League of 
Women Voters (LWV). 

"There are significant savings, especially in the 
area of (transportation)," said School Committee member 
John Russell. 

"The School Committees have not taken a stand 
on regionalization," Ms. Grosart said. "I know at least one 
of the other three towns has grave concerns about it. I 
look at the work that the LWV has done as enabling work. 
There are aspects of the study, which is data-driven, and 
then there's the political aspects of it. Transportation 
reimbursement from the state is a huge plus. For me, one 
of the major pluses (is also) the administrative efficiencies. 
Our current (administrative) team is overburdened ... 
there are just some things which are silly. (Much of) that 
time could be better spent on curriculum development 
and professional development. I think the Marion School 
Committee is pretty supportive (of regionalization), but 
we haven't taken any formal stand."

Ms. Hobson also noted that part of the recent 
Sippican School renovation and expansion project in- 
cluded the purchase of Macintosh iBook laptop comput- 
ers, which have been provided for every teacher in every 
classroom. 

"One of the goals this year was to develop 
confidence to use technology as a teaching tool," Ms.

April 29 meeting, the board met with Conservation Agent 
Laurell J. Farinon to discuss the appointment of Associate 
Members to the Conservation Commission (ConCom). 
Last week, the Selectmen wanted clarification on the 
process used by the ConCom to appoint and solicit new 
members. 

"The ConCom is unique over some of the other 
committees you appoint," Ms. Farinon said. "You have 
the members appointing other Associate Members ... there 
was some question as to the methodology of doing that: 
that it was consistent, that it was fair, (and) that it be open 
to other townspeople in order to get a wide range of 
candidates. It is becoming much more complex for a lay 
volunteer to learn and understand the regulations that 
they are administrating. This board put forth elevating an 
Associate Member to a full member ... she was (originally) 
brought on board through a search. We were down two 
members at one time and we said we needed to bring 
somebody on. I think we put some things in the (newspa- 
per), and in the past we advertised looking for an Associ- 
ate Member." 

Chairman Ryan said the board was concerned 
about how the ConCom lets residents know of available 
openings and encourages them to join. 

"I'd like to see the (selection) policy solidified, so 
that there's some continuity as to the appointment 
process," Selectman Parker added. 

"There is a formal process," Ms. Farinon said. 
"We can get the ConCom to adopt that. The board goes 
through a similar process to interview people ... before 
they take a vote." Ms. Farinon said she would bring up 
these issues at the ConCom meeting slated for that week. 

At 7:10 pm the board met with Building Inspector 
Robert Francis, Town Planner Randall Kunz, Regional 
Sanitarian Karen Walega, and Conservation Agent Laurell 
Farinon regarding the feasibility of a modular office trailer

adjacent to Town Hall to both help alleviate spacing 
constraints in Town Hall and comply with the Americans 
with Disabilities Act (ADA). 

"We had (Mr. Huntoon) go out and do some cost 
analysis," Chairman Ryan said. "On top of that, the 
people who would be most affected went ahead and got 
(price) quotes and actually prepared a (proposed) floor 
plan of the modular building. My first question is, do we 
have enough room to put a building there?" 

Mr. Francis said there was enough room to install 
the modular building between Town Hall and the First 
Congregational Church vestry, but the town would need 
to get a variance to meet the setback requirements. The 
new adjacent structure would house all the so-called

"It would put all the permitting paperwork in one 
spot," he said. "The Board of Health, Conservation 
(Commission), Building Department would (all) be at one 
desk. It would be convenient and help with overcrowding 
(in Town Hall). All the boards would have access to files 
(and) we're also talking about the GIS being accessible to 
all departments. It would free up space in (the Town Hall 
Conference Room). Downstairs (offices) could be used for 
storage of files and supplies." 

Although Mr. Francis admitted this wasn't the 
"best solution" to solve overcrowding in Town Hall, it 
would be a short-term fix-it for the next five to ten years. 
"The best solution would be the plan we had to expand 
Town Hall," he said. "This is like a five- or ten-year stop-

Selectman Nunes wanted to know if the town 
could afford such a structure given the current economic 
climate. 

"We're talking about $110,000 for the total pack- 
age," Mr. Huntoon said. "The (main) problem that we're 
faced with is meeting ADA requirements. The biggest 
problem we've had in Town Hall is meeting handicap 
access requirements. We're talking close to $100,000 to 
convert (Town Hall) to make it comply" 

When Selectman Nunes asked if the modular 
building would alleviate these problems, Mr. Huntoon 
said: "80 to 90 percent (of them)."

Mr. Francis added. "That would cost about $11,000 a year 
for ten years." 

"The difficult thing in government is you're often 
forced into reacting," Mr. Huntoon added. "We're in a 
much better financial situation now than the other (tri- 
)towns ... but it doesn't mean it will continue. ADA 
(compliance) is a very serious issue." 

The board agreed to forward this proposal and 
specifics along to the Finance Committee (FinCom) and 
Historical Commission for their input and would attempt 
to place an article on the Annual Town Meeting warrant 
to fund the modular office trailer. 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
Huntoon reported that the former Police Station trailer 
should be moved this week to Fairhaven, where the 
Emergency Medical Services (EMS) Department there will 
make use of it. 

Mr. Huntoon also noted it will cost $790 to 
conduct an updated study resulting in a "transition plan" 
to meet handicap-accessibility requirements under the 
Americans with Disabilities Act (ADA). "There's a 
number of areas where they look at town-owned prop- 
erty" Mr. Huntoon said, adding that the proposed 
modular office trailer structure would be beneficial in 
their assessment of the town's ADA compliance. 

"It's not so much that you have to have a handi- 
cap-accessible bathroom, but you have to have a plan in 
place (to meet the requirements)," Chairman Ryan agreed.

property along our north boundary. After expressing strong 
concerns to Selectmen and Bike Path Committee Chairman 
Stephen Kelleher, we were informed that a revised parking lot 
would be placed at the west side of Neck Road.

Although Brittain then suffered from post-traumatic 
stress disorder, she graduated from Oxford and dedicated 
the rest of her life to the pacifist movement. Her activism 
made the British government consider her "suspect" dur- 
ing World War II. It made Hitler resolve to execute her as 
soon as he had conquered England. 

Brittain was also an ardent feminist. Even in the 
1920s she was arguing for "fearlessness and singleness of 
purpose" in the cause of feminism. In Testament of Youth she 
rejected the Victorian assumption that "the desire for power, 
which is as universal among women as among men, could 
only be fulfilled by the acquisition of a brilliant husband."

Spider-Man. Starring Tobey Maguire, Kirsten Dunst, and 
Willem Dafoe. Directed by Sam Raimi. Running time: 121 
minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. At AMC Cinema 12 at the 
North Dartmouth Mall and Flagship Cinemas in Ne wBedf ord. 

Try as I might, I can't find it in me to get very excited about 
a movie like Spider-Man. What it does, it does reasonably well; 
this was probably the best Spider-Man movie that could be made 
(which leaves the inevitable sequels with their work cut out for 
them). Fans of the comic will be satisfied; newcomers will likely 
strap themselves in and enjoy the summer-movie ride. Yet Spider- 
Man may be a harbinger of a new (and, of late, ceaselessly hyped) 
trend in big-budget escapism: four-color weightlessness, decades- 
old superheroes presented squarely and without much irony or 
personal vision. The lights are on in Spider-Man, but nobody's 
home; the movie is amiably impersonal, painless yet 
fundamentally forgettable. 

When Stan Lee devised Spider-Man for Marvel Comics forty 
years ago, he took pains to give him — or, more accurately, the 
hero's everyday persona Peter Parker — the mundane problems 
and insecurities that never seemed to plague the neo-gods over at 
Marvel's competitor DC Comics (Superman, Batman, etc.). Peter 
is a bookish nerd given remarkable powers — agility, strength, 
wall-climbing — by a run-in with an irradiated spider. The movie 
sticks pretty close to this premise (though the spider has been 
decontaminated and made a genetic mutant); Tobey Maguire 
plays Peter as a slumping dork, smitten with the charms of 
schoolmate and next-door neighbor Mary Jane Watson (Kirsten 
Dunst), until the spider intervenes and Peter starts cresting on the 
high of his new empowerment. 

The early scenes of Peter discovering and testing his abilities 
(with a funny, fan-pleasing moment when he tries to figure out 
how to make his wrists shoot webs) are enjoyable, like any Hero 
Learns the Ropes montage. And Peter's first draft of what will 
become the red-and-blue Spider-Man togs is a terrific sight gag. 
But Peter becomes too virtuosic too quickly; before long, the 
computers take over and we're watching abits-and-bytes Spider- 
Man swing and zip all over the city. The people in his personal life 
— his devoted Aunt May (Rosemary Harris) and his legendarily 
doomed Uncle Ben (Cliff Robertson) — take a back seat, and the 
movie becomes about the clash between Spider-Man and evil 
genius Norman Osborn (Willem Dafoe), who turns himself into

the cackling Green Goblin in response to being ousted from his 
own corporation. 

Dafoe has one wonderfully creepy moment whenhe achieves 
a perfect comic-book facial expression of complete 
megalomaniacal derangement. It makes you miss him all the 
more when he's lost under the motionless Green Goblin mask, 
and when he's up against Spider-Man you're watching two guys 
in masks, as if the movie were history's most expensive Halloween 
party. Maguire is appealing in his early, dweeby scenes, and 
Kirsten Dunst gets a gently teasing rhythm going with him, but 
you keep thinking they've both been in richer stuff than this. If the 
press is to be believed, you're going to see a lot more fine actors 
collecting paychecks in these superhero thrill rides; they make the 
rides smoother, but they get turned into action figures. 

J.K. Simmons comes through; as the blustery J. Jonah Jameson, 
editor of the Daily Bugle, who has a knee-jerk distrust of Spider- 
Man, Simmons understands exactly what kind of movie he's in 
and delivers a rapid-fire performance of high comedy, both 
utterly true to the comic-book character and entertaining for 
newcomers. Once again, he's thebest thing in a Sam Raimi movie. 
Spider-Man is unquestionably the biggest box-office success this 
once-great director (who made his name with the delirious Evil 
Dead films) will ever make, and it's certainly livelier than his past 
few films, but Raimi has already made a brilliant superhero movie 
— 1990's Darkman, which wasn't based on a comic book but 
played so affectionately with every comic-book cliche that it was 
as if Raimi were saying to Hollywood, "This is how you do it." 
Spider-Man doesn't have anything like Darkman's parodic pop 
majesty. Raimi, who once was such a go-getter director that he 
had to invert t cameras to get the swooping shots he wanted, stages 
the action here like any other high-paid summer-movie maestro. 
This time, it's as if Hollywood were saying to Raimi, "This is how 
you do it."

Marion is frantically getting ready for the Sasquatch- 
centennial. No, the S/zasfa-centennial ... or maybe it's the 
Santo-centennial? However you pronounce it, they're plan- 
ning to celebrate their 150th anniversary since breaking 
off from Rochester in 1852 and incorporating as the Town 
of Marion — Mattapoisett would follow suit shortly there- 
after in 1857.
